Meanwhile Arok in- 
formed us:“I would not 
telish meeting the USSR 
and host nation South 
Korea in the first round. 
Both will be extremely 
hard opponents.” 

The 16 entrants will 
be split into four groups 
of four nations for a 
round robin elimination 
series. 

The top two nations 
of each group qualify for 
the sudden death 
quarter-finals. 

The finalists are: 

Australia, Argentina, 
Brazil, China, Den- 
mark, Iraq, Italy, Mex- 
ico, Nigeria, South 
Korea, Soviet Union, 
Sweden, Tunisia, USA, 
Yugoslavia and Zambia.

WHEN Tommy Sermanni was appointed 
player-coach at Canberra City earlier this 
season, the New South Wales State 
League team came under the wing of a 
man who had gained experience and re- 
spect in four different countries during his 
fourteen years playing senior Soccer. : 


The winner of a 
schoolboy international 
cap for his native Scot- 
land (against Wales in 
1970), he spent 2 season 
with top. Glasgow junior 
club Cumbernauld Un- 
ited before joining 
Albion Rovers of the 
Scottish second division 
in 1973. 


Sermanni served 
“The Wee Rovers", as 
they are affectionately 
known in Caledonian 
Soccer circles, for four 
and half seasons; notch- 
ing up 141 League 
appearances and 38 
goals, before a $24,000 
transfer took the articu- 
late schoolteacher cum 
part-time footballer to 
Blackpool and the fully 
professional English 
League. 


At that time, Black- 

| were a second divi- 

sion club and the move 

appeared to represent a 

considerable career 

advancement for the 23 
year old. 


Unfortunately, he re- 
quired a year to win 
selection for the senior 


side; by which time the 
great old club of Stanley 
Matthews and Stan 
Mortensen had slumped 
into the third division. 

Sermanni failed to 
establish himself at 
Blackpool and, after 
just 17 months and 10 
League games with the 
“Seasiders”, he was on 
his way to Torquay Un- 
ited as $15,000 changed 
hands, 

He found first team 
opportunities far easier 
to gain and retain at 
Torquay and, during his 
initial season there, be- 
came the fourth division 
side's captain, 

Sadly, United, in 
common with many 
English clubs in the ear- 
ly 1980s, struck severe 
financial problems and 
felt themselves compel- 
led to reduce their staff. 
Sermanni was one of six 
players given free trans- 
fers. He had made 86 
League appearances and 
scored 12 goals for “The 
Gulls”. 

Within 24 hours of 
playing his last match in

the results this year,” he 
beamed.

An industrious and 
creative player who 
proved himself very cap- 
able both in midfield 
and up front, Sermanni 
celebrates his 34th birth- 
day on July 1. The day 
when he hangs up his 
boots can’t be far away. 

Irrespective of 
whether it is achieved as 
player-coach or just 
coach, Sermanni would 
receive widespread and 
sincere applause should 
he engineer a revival by 
the Commonwealth 
capital’s premier club. 


Queensland coach’s extensive career

HAVING just completed three decades of senior 
Soccer, Bruce Stowell will be hoping that his 
Queensland side can commemorate the miles- 
tone in an appropria 
South Wales at Perry Park Brisbane, next Mon- 


day June 13. 


Stowell double up as 
Queensland coach as well 
as being the State Di- 
rector of Coaching. In 
view of the big game, it is 
appropriate to have 2 
look at his long career. 

It was in May, 1958 that 
Stowell signed amateur 
forms with his home town 
team Bradford City, then 
in the English third divi- 
sion, after captaining the 
Bradford Schools selec- 
tion. 

Seven months later, he 
became a part-time pro- 
fessional and retained 
employment outside the 
game for eight and a half 
years — accepting City’s 
offer a full-time professio- 
nal’s contract and the club 
captaincy in June, 1967. 
By that time, Stowell had 
made well over 200 first 
team appearances. 

The creative old- 
fashioned inside forward 
epitomised a breed quite 
common in the past but, 
sadly, a rarity these days 
— the club stalwart, 

Between making a de- 
but against Colchester 
United on April 16th, 
1960 to his last game in 
City’s distinctive claret 
and amber striped jersey, 
at Bolton Wanderers on 
May 10th, 1972, the 
Yorkshireman crammed 
in 437 first team appear- 
ances (soring 18 goals). 

City spent the whole of 


this period in the English 
League's two lover divi- 
sions. Only the Cup com- 
Petitions gave Stowell 
opportunities to rub 
shoulders with England’s 
elite players, but in these 
Aston Villa, West Brom- 
which Albion and Totten- 
ham Hotspur all empha- 
sised the Paraders’ status 
with 7-1, 4-0 and 5-0 wins 
respectively. 

An able but unpreten- 
tious player with an un- 
pretentious club, Stowell 
is best remembered in the 
Old Dart for his con- 
sistency and sportsman- 


Although never avoid- 
ing injury long enough to 
be an ever-present during 
any single season, he 
broke City’s 55 year old 
league appearances re- 
cord when maing a 344th 
outing against Walsall in 
October, 1970. 

That number was ex- 
tended to 436 games (in 
addition, 16 and 20 
appearances were made 
in the FA and Football 
League Cups respectively) 
by the end of the 1971-72 
season. 

5,591 spectators turned 
up for Stowell’s testimo- 
nial game in 1969, when 
City drew 7-7 with an All 
Star XI. 

After been givne a free 
transfer in 1972, Stowell 
spent a further season 


with Rotherham United 
(making 16 third division 
appearances) before com- 
mencing the Australian 
leg of his career. 

He joined Pan-Hellenic 
in May, 1972 and, 
although the early and 
mid 1970s and was a parti- 
cularly fruitful era for the 
Greek-backed club, 
Stowell quickly proved 
himself one of the New 
South Wales State 
League's most capable 
pe:formers. In 1976, he 
won the Rothmans Best 
and Fairest Award. 

Stowell had gained an 
English FA Coaching 
Badge in 1969 and, eight 
years later, Pan-Hellenic 
(now renamed Sydney 
Olympic) took their place 
in the newly formed 
National League under 
his wing. 

Sadly, Olympic ended 
that historic season third 
from bottom. Stowell was 
replaced halfway through 
the campaign. At that 
stage he was playing as a 
very clever centrel de- 
fender. 

His only subsequent in- 
volvement with Austra- 
lian Soccer’s premier 
competition came in 1980 
— as a player. He dusted 
off his boots to, 38 years 
of age, make 14 appear- 
ances for a newly-prom- 
toed Blacktown City side 
that confounded all “‘ex- 
perts” by avoiding an im- 
mediate return to the 
New South Wales State 
League. 

Unfortunately he lost 
out as coach when Apia 
and Western Suburbs 
combined. 


Then, in a strange deci- 
sion he was overlooked 
when his then home town 
of Gosford overlooked 
his credentials when Cen- 
tral Coast entered the 
‘Newcastle competition. 

Since becoming 
Queensland coach, this 
accomplished cricketer 
and table tennis player 
has been responsible for 
lifting playing standards 
at all levels and the 
game's image in the Sun- 
shine State, as well as 
gaining admiration for his 
previous work with the 
Australian under 16 side. 

The name of Bruce 
Stowell is now as 
esteemed in Brisbane as it 
is in Bradford.

GEORGE Mihos is now a player with Victo- 
rian State League club Thomastown TEL. 


Now there's nothing 
extraordinary about that 
except that it has cost 
the 21-year-old plenty to 
become a player with his 
new club. 

In his own words it 
has cost him * ‘in every 
way possible.” 

“It's been a strain 
mentally and it’s been so 
frustrating because I just 
want to play Soccer,” he 
says. 

"stead of that I’ve 
had to play politics.” 

The George Mihos 
saga is as incredible as it 
is involved and he spoke 
to me to “simply set the 
record straight.” 

Mihos is angry that 
not only was a simple 
transfer made unbeliev- 
ably complicated but 
that he was dealt a num- 
ber of blows by certain 
local journalists with 
vested interests. 

“T am currently seek- 
ing legal advice concer- 
ning the whole question 
of press reports as, in 
my opinion, many have 
misinformed the public 
about the whole affair,” 
Mihos said. 

The problems began 
for him back in May 
1987 when he was in- 
formed by South Mel- 
bourne Hellas, his club 
of two years, that his 
services weren’t re- 
quried for the coming 
season. 

He was subsequently 
contacted by Victorian 
League club Yarraville 
(at that time known as 
Melbourne) and an 
arrangement was made 
whereby Hellas trans- 
fered him to Yarraville 
for no transfer fee on 
the condition that as of 1 
December of that year 
he reverted to a Hellas 
player once again. 

Not recognised 

In other words a loan 
deal — the problem 
being that the Victorian 
Soccer Federation 
doesn’t recognise loans. 

Three games into his 
career at Yarraville, 
Mihos was stricken with 
a knee problem which 
ally meant two 
ions on his right 


The insurance/com- 
jon aspect of the 
knee injury is another 
story and is also the sub- 
ject of legal action. Suf- 
fice to say the player is 
out of pocket. 

In November of °87 
Mihos returned to South 
Melbourne to com- 
mence pre-season train- 
ing only to be told his 
services were no longer 
required two months 
later. 

“The following day,” 
he explained, “I went to 
the VSF offices and 
spoke with Anne Craw- 
ley about getting a trans- 
fer form. 

“To obtain one I had 
to stipulate which club I 
wished to join and as I 
was negotiating with 
Heidelberg Alexander 
United I was given the 
transfer form with the 
details showing I was to 
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be transformed from 
Melbourne to Heidel- 
berg. 

“She told me it would 
be possible to change 
the details on the form 
at the Federation if 
negotiations fell 
through.” 

As it transpired 
negotiations with 
Heidelberg did fall 
through and Thomas- 
town stepped in to grab 
the talented youngster. 


Mihos took the trans- 
fer form, signed by 
Yarraville president Jim 
Amanatidis, back to the 
VSF and had the name 
of Heidelberg amended 
to Thomastown and a 
VSF seal was affixed to 
the form to ratify the 
move. 

On March 20 Mihos 
played his first of four 
senior games for Tho- 
mastown of which two 
games were won by his 
new club. 


Nine days later he ar- 
tived at training to be 
told that the VSF had 
cancelled his transfer 
and registration with 
Thomastown after the 
Yarraville president had 
questioned the move on 
the basis that he had 
agreed only to transfer 
Mihos to Heidelberg. 

Heidelberg was be- 
lieved to be prepare to 
swap players for Mihos. 

A VSF tribunal hear- 
ing, set down for 13 
April, and heard on 20 
April, decided that 
“player G.Mihos shall 
be transfered to a club 
of his own choice (sic)”. 

“T was signed for free 
(by Yarraville) and 
thought I'd go for free as 
initially specified,” 
Mihos explained. 

“Then the Yarraville 
president said he wasn’t 
willing to sign the trans- 
fer form. 

“Yarraville now 
wanted a transfer fee of 
around the same figure I 
was taking legal action 
against that club for with 
regards to the injury 
claim.” 


Again Mihos was 
forced into seeing his 
lawyer and eventually 
the original ‘loan agree- 
ment’ document was 
produced by South Mel- 
bourne Hellas which in- 
dicated Mihos was, in 
fact, a Hellas player on 
the Ist of December. 

Action on the new 
evidence the VSF tribu- 
nal heard the case again 
and ruled that on the 
strength of the memo he 
was a Hellas player. 

Tt was further agreed 
by Hellas that Mihos be 
directly transfered from 
Yarraville to Thomas- 
town on the condition 
that Hellas receive a 
mutually agreed transfer 
fe 


fee. 

He finally moved offi- 
cially — at least it seems 
that way — for $1500 
last week.

Specialists 

Sport now needs the in- 
put of specialist personnel 
for it to maximize its well- 
being and cope with 
growth and change. The 
Sports sciences that may 
assist sport and its admi- 
nistration are consider- 
ably varied, ranging from 
the sports historian to the 
social psychologist. 

Such people can give 
fresh input, professional- 
ism and business sense to 
sport. For example, the 
selection of personnel, 
athlete preparation, 
meeting procedures, de- 
velopment and manage- 
ment may be aided by the 
assistance and application 
of imput from the sport 
sciences. 

Australia appears to 
have jumped a generation 
of sports administrators in 
many sports. Administra- 
tors in key positions have 
tended to stay put, where- 


as the subsequent genera- 

tion has not generally fil- 

tered into senior admi- 

nistrative positions as 

may normally be ex- 
ted. 


This factor may lead to 
a large generation gap, 
where sudden major and 
rapid changes may occur 
(a qualitative leap), in- 
stead of more fluent 
movements if a more 
natural progression had 
occurred. 


To develop administra- 
tors that are “in-touch”, 
aware of the sports cur- 
rent and future needs, en- 
thusiastic and innovative, 
and who communicate 
effectively with partici- 
pants is an important 


process. 
Additionally, not every 
administrator, irrespec- 
tive of title or job descrip- 
tion, is to be considered 
basically a secretary. 
Tertiary course, local 
educational programs can 
be considered as viable 
methods of producing a 
continuum of sports 


administrators with mod- 
ern, professional, ethnical 
approaches. 

‘The area of female par- 
ticipation in sport i: 
volves a number of com- 
plex issues. 


Some of the main issues 
include, the changing role 
of women in our society, 
the nature of the admi- 
nistration of women’s 
sport, the feminist move- 
ment's perspective, 
homosexuality and va- 
rious forms of apathy. 


Political, social, econo- 
mic, media and to some 
extent self apathy are key 
factors in the current sta- 
tus of women’s participa- 
tion and recognition in 
Australian sport. These 
difficult and taboo issues 
need to be addressed by 
sports administrators in- 
volved in the status and 
development of female 


participation in sport.

THE WA Super League lost their first coach 
of the year when Kingsway Olympic sack- 
ed coach John O'Connell. 


It was something of a 
shock when the parting 
was announced.

If there was a criticism 
of O'Connell it was that 
he was not tough enough 
with players who did not 
pull their weight. 

“He didn’t get stuck in 
when it was required,” 
was the feeling one senior 
player expressed. 

“John had all the 
knowledge but at times 
expressed it in a manner 
that many of our players 
didn’t understand,” was 
another sentiment. 

But no one argued with 
the fact that O’Connell 
had an outstanding 
analytical mind for the 
tactics of the game. 

‘Those tactics, as far as 
Olympic is concerned, 
will now be controlled by 
Tom Kilkelly. 

Kilkelly, a former 
Leicester City, North- 
ampton and Shamrock 
Rovers player, has the 
ability to do the job. 

But it will be a tempor- 
ary position to start with 
that could become pre- 
manent if Kilkelly feels he 
can handle it. 

O'Connell will con- 
tinue to host WA’s lead- 
ing Soccer programme on 
6NR each Sunday night 
and Saturday morning. 

It was O'Connell who 
was instrumental in 
attracting items from 


Wimbledon and Liver- 
pool for auction in Chan- 
nel Nine’s recent Appeal- 
athon. 

A Liverpool ball: signed 
by the team of 1986 fetch- 
ed more than $1000, 
while Kenny Dalglish’s 
number seven shirt found 
a bidder at $400. 

‘A Soccer ball signed by 
the Wimbledon winning 
team picked up big 
money as well. 

By the way, for the first 
time in years Channel 
Nine interrupted 
Appealathon to show the 
Cup final live. 

Any one stage the sta- 
tion had planned to. 
broadcast the game as a 
delayed telecast rather 
than break into prime 
money raising time. 

Such was the response 
from the public that Nine 
quickly opted for the live 
broadcast. 


When one coach goes 
others seem to follow, 

WA has been blessed 
with a low count of sack- 
ings of coaches in the past 
two seasons, though there 
was a spurt in this direc- 
tion late last year. 

The heat is on others 
with certain clubs stumb- 
ling unexpectedly.

* Inter-Milan now have four foreigners on their 
books — they just signed West German duo Lothar 
Matthaus (from Bayern Munich), Andreas Brehme 
(also of Bayern), Raber Madjer (the Algerian star 
who practically beat Bayern in the European Cup in 
FC Porto’s colours in 1987 on his own) — they join 
the very disappointing Sicilian-cum-Belgian Vicenzo 
Scifo in the ‘nerazzuro’ colours.

“T achieved the dream 
of my life,” the 46-year- 
old former Italian Soc- 
cer star said as he was 
presented to the press in 
the headquarters of the 
Turin club. 

Zoff, who retired in 
1983 to become a mana- 
ger two years later, con- 
tinues the tradition of 
Italian players who have 
joined their former 
teams in managerial 


ts. 

However, he is the 
first former goalie in 35 
years to become the 
manager of Juventus, 
one of Italy’s Soccer 
powerhouses which has 
recently suffered a 
slump. 

His first task will be to 
persuade the wealthy 
club bosses to hire a 
creative midfield player 
to provide the club’s ace 
striker, Ian Rush, with 
the goal chances. 

“Juventus actually 
lack a midfield master- 


mind,”’ Zoff said. 
“However, club presi- 
dent _ ‘Giampiero 


Boniperti promised me 
he will hire a real ace for 
building-up a winning 
team next season.” 

At Juventus, Zoff will 
direct some of his for- 
mer teammates such as 
defenders Antonio Cab- 
rini and Sergio Brio. He 
sees that as an advan- 


tage. 

“Friendship should 
help our relations, 
rather than making 
them difficult,” he said. 

One of the best 
goalkeepers in Italy’s 
history, Zoff built up his 
popularity on his un-

performances between 
the posts and a streak of 
impressive achieve- 
ments. 

He won six Italian 
titles in 11 seasons with 
Juventus, Italy's most 
popular and successful 
team, which is owned by 
the Angnelli family of 
auto tycoons. 

On the international 
stage he was on the 
Juventus lineup that 
won the UEFA Cup in 
1977 and was the captain 
of the Italian national

team that won the 
World Cup finals in 
Spain in 1982. 

Zoff's career as a 
team manager is young, 
but so far it has been 
spectacular. He directed 
the Italian Olympic 
team to seven victories 
and four draws in the 
successful qualification 
series for the Seoul 
games. 

“He will have a great 
advantage: he knows the 
club and the players 
very well and is loved by 
fans,” said Rino March- 
esi, the Italian manager 
fired by Juventus follow- 
ing two dull seasons. 

Despite hiring Welsh 
goalgrabber Rush, the 
Turin side finished sixth 
in the Italian standings 
and barely gained a 
berth in next season's 
UEFA Cup. 

“He has a fabulous 
past and I hope his fu- 
ture is equally sensatio- 
nal,’’ said Rush, who 
has encountered prob- 
lems in getting used to 
Italian play on his first 
season in the Italian ma- 
jor league.

it. 


While no announce- 

ments have been made 
and every leading offi- 
cial will deny it, I would 
not be at all surprised if 
that decision has already 
been taken. 
* I don’t pretend to pos- 
sess evidence of the 
NSL’s iminent demise, 
nor do I wish to see it 
happen, but a close 
analysis of recent events 
can lead to no other con- 
clusion. 

Former NSL execu- 
tive director Stefan 
Kamasz gave one of the 
early hints by his sudden 
resignation, the ASF ex- 
ecutive which last month 
was going to investigate 
the possibility of im- 
plementing 
structural changes to the 
game’s administration 
including the NSL seems 
to have done litle except 
postpone the hard deci- 
sions to a later date. 

Could the executive 
be delaying any re- 
structuring until the 
future of the NSL is re- 
solved? 

Rumblying about 
West End withdrawing 
their sponsorship have 
long been around and to 
add fuel to all this con- 
jecture, leading coach 
Eddie Thomson came 
out publicity, strongly in 
favor of so called 
“Super’’ regionalised 
state Leagues.

Apart from a couple 
of minor changes pro- 
posed by Thompson — 
including a proposal for 
two four round, 10 team 
leagues, we would be 
going back to the 1984- 
86 experiment which 
proved to be a dismal 
failure. 

What was so ‘super’ 
about having a dozen or 
so outfits which might 
be described as social 
clubs taking part in Aus- 
tralia’s premier competi- 
tion. 

Arguments put for- 
ward by Thompson re- 
garding a reduction in 
travelling expenses, fans 
being able to watch their 
team every Sunday and 
matches attracting both 
sets of supporters were 
precisely the very same 
arguments used pre- 


1984. 

They all sound fair 
and logical on paper, 
but the simple truth is 
that the regionalised ex- 
periment proved to be a 
dismal failure and after 
persisting with it for 
three wasted years, re- 
verted back to the origi- 
nal concept. 

To say that there are 
many shortcomings in 
the current operation of 
the National League 
would be very true but 
the fault does not neces- 
sarily lie with its basic 
structure. 

If basketball can go 
ahead in leaps and 
bounds with an almost 
identical set up, Soccer 
should be able to do 
likewise. 

Soccer’s biggest prob- 
lems must therefore lic 
within the league and 
the game itself. 

Can anyone truthfully 
deny that only seven or 
eight clubs presently in 
the NSL really deserve 
to be there? Are all 14 


clubs doing everything 
possible to widen their 
appeal in local com- 
munities rather than a 
shrinking core of their 
own ethnic followers? 

Why would a State 
League fixture between 
South Melbourne and 
Melbourne Croatia 
draw a bigger attend- 
ance than the 2000 
which it got recently, or 
the measly 1200 that 
Footscray and Bruns- 
wick Juventus attracted 
to Schintler Reserve on 
the same weekend. 

Those attendances 
only confirm that drastic 
action is needed to im- 
Prove the present set up, 
going backwards to a 
State League can not 
possibly be a solution to 
the basic problem. 

Support — or the lack 
of it — given to the 
League by various State 
Federations does no- 
thing to help the game 
go forward. 

Victoria has long been 
vocal in its criticism of 
the NSL, while New 
South Wales would love 
nothing better than to 
see Sydney Croatia and 
Sydney Olympic return 
to their competition. 

Should Melita Eagles 
be lost to the State 
League by winning 
promotion to a con- 
tinuing NSL, NSW 
would be dealt a body 
blow. 

If our two largest

WIMBLEDON, not just 
strawberries and cream! 


Says MIKE JOHNSON 
THOUGH somewhat delayed, | 
want to write about Wimble- 
don’s great FA Cup final win 
against Liverpool. 

Wimbledon was the last professio- 
nal club I played for in England. 

In 1967 I returned to England for a 
year to take coaching courses under 
the England Football Association 
Coaching Scheme. 

We lived in Wimbledon and my son 
Brendan was born there. 

Sydney Croatia, my last club in 
Australia, had given me a clearance to 
play in England and Wimbledon’s 
ground was just a short walk away 
from us, so I joined up with them. 

Wimbledon at that time was just a 
minor team, drawing crowds of 1,000 
people to its small ground. 

Its team was in the ‘Southern 
League” a league for part-timers, 
whose players trained twice a week. 

The suburb of Wimbledon is quite a 
prosperous area, much unlike the 
working class environment of places 
such as’ Tottenham, Highbury (Arse- 
nal), Milwall, Crystal Palace and West 
Ham whose Soccer mad followers 
have supported these London clubs 
for up to 100 years. 

Soccer on Saturdays at the tiny 
Plough Lane ground (Wimbledon was 
a subdued miniature of the bubbling 
cauldrons) pulsating with the wild, 
Noisy masses who pushed their way 
into the Stamford Bridge, Crayen 
Cottage and Shepherds Bush grounds 
which are just a few miles away from 
the sedate, tennis suburb of Wimb- 
ledon. 


Not a thought 


Chelsea, Fulham and Queens Park 
Rangers, who play on those respective 
grounds, did not give a thought to the 
affairs of the Wimbledon Soccer club 
in those days. 

But it is all different now. 

What a fairy tale, what a completely 
unlikely result in the cup final, Wimb- 
ledon beating the mighty Liverpool 1- 
0. 


How inspiring was this then, to all 
people in all walks of life, to realise 
that nothing is impossible in this 
world. 

All of the many pithy sayings which 
punctuate our language testify to the 
potential of human beings . . . 
“Where there's a will there’s a way” 
... “You can if you think you can” 
... “it’s all in the mind. . .” 

How often have coaches made such 
statements, how often have we as 
fathers sought to inspire our children 
with such remarks. 

They ARE true. 

The world is not as unjust as many 
would have us believe. 


Many of those who seek to climb 
the heights will eventually arrive on 
the peaks, so long as they are pre- 
pared to do what is needed, that they 
are prepared to “put in it”... to 
“pay the price.” 


Staying there 

And once you are there the task is 
to stay there, 

Complacency following success is 
fatal. 

Wimbledon’s Lebanese owner is 
buying a new ground to take the anti- 
cipated bigger crowds that success en- 
courages. 

I hope he has Don Howe tied to a 
secure contact. 

Notwithstanding manager Bobby 
Gould, the current English coach had 
a huge influence on Wimbledon’s re- 
sutlts this year. 

He was an England full back in his 
young years. 

His coaching strength is defence 
and organisation. 

His methods were successful for 
Wimbledon, who stopped other teams 
from playing all season and manager 
Kenny Dalglish conceded that Wimb- 
ledon had not allowed his off-form 
Liverpoo! to play well in the final. 

However, the Howe penchant for 
organisation was not as effective with 
Arsenal whom he managed in recent 
times, and neither is it with England. 

Over organisation can kill flair and 
improvisation, qualities which go to 
produce class Soccer. 

While having reasonable results at 
Arsenal, the dull style of play drove 
away the supporters in their 
thousands. 

But Don Howe remains a jewel in 
the Wimbledon crown and without 
him they may once more become Soc- 
cer paupers, unless Lebanese money 
can buy sufficient top class players. 

Yet even if Wimbledon does gra- 
dually descend back to the lower 
reaches of England Soccer, they have 
done the Soccer world, even the world 
at large, a great service during recent 
years. 

They have shown afresh that no 
achievement is impossible, all hand- 
icaps can be overcome, no obstacle 
can stop those with the desire and 
willpower to succeed. 

We all feel, at times, capable of 
great things, that all things are possi- 
ble to us. 

Wimbledon has proven all things 
indeed are possible. 

NOTE: The Wimbledon experi- 
ence, as people such as Steven Kamaz 
have noted, points a way for Austra- 
lian Soccer. Could not the money of 
an Alan Bond and others like him, 
raise our major clubs up from the 
level we are now, where Wimbledon 
once was, to the level we need to be?

The championships 
have been held since 
1936 — usually in South 
America — which in- 
volves all the top club 
teams around the world. 


In recent years they 
have been sponsored by 
IBERIA AIRLINES, 
which means that club 
sides do not have to find 
airlines to go to the host 
country. 


However, typical of 
international sporting 
politics, the FIFUSA 
looks after its mates and 
tolerate the rest. 


Last year the Sydney 
Tornadoes received 
their invitation with 
three weeks to go, but 
no offer of financial sup- 
port, as against that for 
European clubs and 
Central and South 
American teams. 


OUR spy at the 
Spanish Indoor Soc- 
cer Federation in 
Madrid tells us that 
FIFA president Joao 
Havelenge held a 
Press conference 
there last week. 

He told the Spaniards’ 
outdoor people that 
FIFA’s threat to ban the 
Spanish outdoor

AISF President Joe Brent took the unusual step 
and wrote to FIFA. 

Its reply was that Mr Blatter was in Brazil and 
that several meetings had been held with FIFUSA 


Tepresentatives. 


Australia then contacted Brazil once again and 
quoted information from Zurich. 
__ This time FIFUSA has been Caught with its hand 
in the ‘cookie jar’ for as it were, and admitted that 
some low level meetings had taken place. 

_However it refuses to tell Australia what was 
discussed and whether any common ground was 
reached, except by say that they would meet again in 


the future.

FROM THE DUG OUT

Soccer and psychology 


ONE of the pioneer — landmark experiments that occurred in 
Sports Psychology took place in America. In this experiment three 
groups of college students were chosen. The only criteria for the 
groups was that they had not played basketball before, otherwise Tommy McCulloch, two former Nepean juniors who 
the selection was random. 


Each group was then 
told to take 50 shots at 
the basket from the free 
throw line. Their scores 
were recorded. 

The groups were sent 
away for two months 
with the following in- 
structions. One group 
practices shooting free 
throws fifty times per 
day. The second group 
did nothing while the 
third group mentally re- 
hearsed, imagined, tak- 
ing 50 successful shots 
without even touching a 
basketball. 

After two months 
each group was retested. 
The first group im- 
proved their score by 
27%. The second group 
showed no improvement 
while the last group im- 
proved by 25%. 

The ramifications of 
this experiment have 
been revolutionary, It 
proved that by just 
thinking about, imagin- 
ing a perfect practice 
you can improve almost 
‘as much as if you actual- 
ly practice. 

From these results its 
easy to calculate that to 
maximise the benefit of 
your training it is impor- 
tant to combine actual 
physical practice with 
correct mental rehear- 
sal. If you do this you 
will improve enor- 
mously. 

The impact of mental 
rehearsal on individual 
sports has been drama- 
tic. If you watch the 
Olympic competitors 
just before they start 
their event you will 
observe the intense level 
of concentration they 
exhibit. 

With the skiers, divers 
and gymnasts you can 
almost see them go 
through their event in 
their imagination. They 
have mastered the art of 


mental rehearsal and 
use it to get ready for 
any event. 

Team sports, as usual, 
have been slower to pick 
up on modern develop- 
ments and mental re- 
hearsal is no exception. 

This is understand- 
able. The complex na- 
ture of team play makes 
it less obvious how men- 
tal rehearsal would fit 
in. However by denying 
its benefits our sport is 
not maximising its de- 
velopment. 

Mental rehearsal 
should be part of every 
player's repetoire. 

So how do you 
mentally rehearse for 
Soccer? Like all worth- 
while skills it takes a bit 
of time and effort. To 
start with you must get 
yourself into a relaxed 
frame of mind. 

There are a lot of 
techniques you can use 
to achieve this. Books 
and commercial tapes 
are readily available so 
spend some time to mas- 
ter the art of relaxation. 

After you are relaxed 
pick up one facet of the 
game to rehearse. Let's 
Say we are going to prac- 
tice shooting from out- 
side the box. You now 
run this event through 
your mind using vivid 
imagination. You must 
get very specific to the 
point of actually “feel- 
ing” the situation, 

Imagine the exact 
spot where you play the 
ball, imagine the smells 
and sounds, the oppo- 
nents. Imagine the ball 
coming to you. Feel 
yourself moving on to it. 
Feel the power of the 
shot, the contact as your 
foot strikes through the 
ball. Watch the ball as it 
moves towards the goal. 

Watch the keeper un- 
able to save the shot, see 


the ball strike the back 
of the net. Enjoy the 
sound of the spectators 
cheering. Feel the team 
mates slapping you on 
the back. 


You must imagine 
everything about the in- 
cident and play it over 
and over again in your 
mind as if it was a 
movie. 


Mentally rehearse 
everything about the in- 
cident and play it over 
and over again in your 
mind as if it was a 
movie. 


Mentally rehearse all 
situations that occur in a 
game, paying particular 
attention to any of your 
weaknesses. 


If you combine your 
regular training with 
positive rehearsals 
you will accelerate the 
time it takes to become 
a complete player.

WHEN Nepean defeated Marconi in three 
out of four grades in the Umbro Youth 
League recently, it was a case of “the 
association strikes back”. 

The Nepean Association, taking in Penrith, Haw- 
kesbury and the Blue Mountains, has lost several 
players to the big clubs — the Marconi’s, Melita’s 
and Blacktown City’s of the Youth League competi- 
tion. 


So it was very rewarding to see Nepean come out 
and beat Marconi in the under-13, under-14 and 
under-15 age groups, with the under-14s gaining a 
reputation as giant-killers by also knocking off Apia 
and Sydney Olympic in recent matches. 

There is no doubt the Nepean area is still a rich 
source of Soccer talent, producing players who one 
day might follow in the footsteps of Ian Hunter and 


went on to captain their country in World Youth 

But one has to wonder what incentive there is for 
associations to continually pour money into junior 
representative football only to see the clubs luring 
away players as young as 13. 

Perhaps the powers-that-be might have to consider 
introducing transfer fees payable to associations to 
compensate for the loss of their best players. 

‘That suggestion is likely to meet with cold-hearted 
resistance from club administrators, who are quite 
happy to skim the cream off the top of the association 
ranks with scant regard for the hard-working efforts 
of those organisations which are their lifeblood. 

The NSW Rugby League has a boundary system 
designed to limit the incidence of poaching between 
districts, but in Soccer it’s open slather. 

The Nepean Association is also handicapped by not 
having a senior club providing the o} ity for 
local youngsters to progress to the top level within 
their district. 

NSL and State League clubs dangle the carrot of 
senior football in front of young players’ starry eyes, 
but joining Sydney Olympic or Blacktown 
doesn’t guarantee a player a first-team place with 
that club five years later. 

The most successful team to come off the Nepean 
production line in recent seasons was the 1985 under- 
16 team coached by former Australian international, 
Stan Ackerley. 

Players to have graduated from that team include 
Australian Youth candidate, Peter Bennett, of 
Blacktown City, Chris Ackerley, who is playing first 
grade for State League second division club Avala on 
Joan from Marconi, and four players who are mem- 
bers of Melita Eagles’ under-19 squad — Andrew 
Blow, Trevor Daley, Scott Ashton and Darren Pratt. 

They have succeeded without deserting the associa- 
tion ranks until they grew too old for Youth League 
competition. 

And, after all, isn’t that what Youth League is all 
sbont?

* The European Economic Community is consider- 
ing taking UEFA to the European Court of Justice if 
the confederation proceeds with its plan to introduce 
a limit on the number of foreign nationals a club is 
permitted to select for European tournaments.

* An 89th minute goal by substitute John Jensen 
gave a weakened Denmark a satisfactory 2-2 draw in 
a European Championship finals warm up game with 
Hungary at Budapest. Earlier goals came from Joz- 
sef Kiprich, Gyorgy Bognar (both for Hungary) and 
Per Friman. 

* Former Scottish international striker Joe Jordan 
has entered the field of management — being placed 
in charge of English League club Bristol City after 
guiding it into the second division promotion play — 
offs during his two month long stint as caretaker 
manager following the dismissal of Terry Cooper.

A goal in extra time by 
Soren Lerby gave PSV, who were twice behind, the 
trophy. 

* Celtic’s recent League — Cup “double” in Scot- 
land put them on level terms with arch rivals Ran- 
gers, who have also won both the country’s major 
trophies in the same season on eleven occasions. 

* Wimbledon’s 1-0 win over Liverpool in the FA 
Cup Final enabled it to become the fourth club in just 
over two years to win its first major trophy at Wemb- 
ley. Coventry City, Luton Town and Oxford United 
(the latter two in the League Cup) preceded it. 

* The inclusion of young Torino defender Roberto 
Cravero was the only major suprise in the 20 man 
squad named for the European Championship finals 
by Italian national team coach Azeglio Vicini.

~ Beckenbauer has class at his beck and call

WEST Germany's overwhelming favourit- 
ism for the European Championship owes 
a great deal to them acting as finals host 
and their track record in past international 
tournaments. 

It certainly does not reflect current form for, 
during the past six months, the Deutschlanders’ 
performances have been, to put it mildly, indiffe- 
rent. 

However, they displayed similar mediocrity im- 
mediately prior to the 1982 and 1986 World Cup 
finals tournaments, both of which ended with them 
as runners-up. 

Not that second place will be deemed good 
enough this June. Since carrying off the Youth Coca 
Cola Cup in Australia seven years ago, the Federal 
Republic has acquired silver medals at two senior 
World Cups and two “Junior Mundials”’. 

Every West German supporter fervently believes 
it long overdue for his team to “strike gold” and will 
be bitterly disappointed if Deutschland does not 
triumph “uber Alles” this time. 

Coach Franz Beckenbauer has at his call a depth 
of top class players which is the envy of the other 
seven finalists and there is no reason to believe that 
this rich seam of talent will not, as in the past, be 
brought to its peak as a unit at exactly the right time.

EUROPEAN CHAMPIONSHIP FLASHBACK

BEGINNING this 
Saturday morning 
(the 10th and going 
through till the 25th) 
eight nations will 
meet in West Ger- 
many to find the 
new European 
Champions. West 
Germany, Italy, De- 
nmark, Spain, Eng- 
land, Eire, Holland 
and Russia will form 
the strongest tour- 
nament in the twen- 
ty-eight year history 
of the Champion- 
ship. 

Only two of the pre- 
vious winners will be ab- 
sent, Czechoslovakia 
and holders France, 
though such is the quali- 
ty of the finalists, they 
will not be missed. 


The European 
Championship began 
life as the Henri 


Delauney Cup, named 
after the tournament 
founder. Delauney was 
for many years secretary 
of the French Football 
Federation and was also 
instrumental in organis- 
ing the first World Cup 
in 1930. 

The first European 
Nations Cup, as it be- 
came known, was to be- 
gin in 1958, the final to 
be played at the half- 
way point between 
World Cups. 

Knock-out rounds 
would be played home 
and away until the semi- 
finals, which would be 
one-off matches played 
in the host country just 
before the final. Seven- 
teen countries entered 
the initial competition 
leading to the Paris 
final. 


1958-60 France 


The first Nations Cup 
managed very well 
wthout any British 
teams who had decided 
not to enter. The only 
English speaking hope 
was the Republic of Ire- 
land (Eire), but Czechos- 
lovakia put paid to their 
efforts with a 4-2 aggre- 
gate victory in the qual- 
ifying round. 

France, with the pros- 
pect of a win on home 
soil, charged to the 
semi-finals putting 17 
goals past Greece and 
Austria in four games. 
Czechoslovakia fol- 
lowed up their win over 
the Irish to join the 
hosts, easily beating 
Denmark and Rumania 
on the way. 

Yugoslavia defeated 
Bulgaria and Portugal, 
while Russia only had to 
beat Hungary, which 
they did 3-0 after an 
away draw, to complete 
the semi-finalists. Spain 
had withdrawn from the 
quarter-finals to allow 
‘the Soviets free passage. 

The Czechoslovakian, 
Tun came to an end

against Russia and they 
were soundly beaten 3-0 
in Marseilles. In Paris, 
French hopes were also 
dashed when they lost a 
thrilling match 5-4 to 
Yugoslavia. It would be 
an ‘Iron Curtain’ final. 

The Paris final, on 
July 10th, 1960, was a 
hard fought affair with 
the Yugoslavs going 
ahead in the first half 
through an own goal by 
the unfortunately 
named Russian defen- 
der Netto. 

The Soviets came 
back, however, Metrveli 
equalising in the second 
half before Ponedelnik 
struck the winner in 
extra-time. 

The impressive trophy 
was on its way to the 
Soviet Union. 


1962-64 Spain 

Numbers swelled to 
twenty-nine entries for 
the second tournament, 
though Greece with- 
drew before a ball was 
kicked. England and 
Northern Ireland de- 
cided to join in this 
time, though Alf Ram- 
sey’s men must have had 
second thoughts after 
the first round. 

England could only 
manage a tame 1-1 draw 
with France at Sheffield 
before they were ham- 
mered 5-2 in the Paris 
return. 

Northern Ireland 
were too good for Po- 
land, running out 4-0 
winners overall before 
meeting Spain in the 
second round. The Irish 
gained a 1-1 draw in Bil- 
bao, but lost the return 
1-0 in Belfast. 

Spain completed an 
Irish double in the quar- 
ter-final, easily beating 
Eire 7-1. The Republic 
side had accounted for 
Iceland and Austria in 
the early rounds. 

Russia paraded a 
strong side that con- 
tained only three mem- 
bers of the victorious 
1960 side, including the 
great Lev Yashin. 

They beat Italy and 
Sweden after a first 
round bye and crushed 
Denmark 3-0 in Barce- 
lona to reach the final. 

The Spaniards strug- 
gled to overcome Hun- 
gary 2-1 to go into the 
final as underdogs, but 
against Russia they were 
lifted by the partisan 
Madrid crowd. Pereda 
and Marcellino 
answered an early 
Soviet strike from Khu- 
sainov to win the match 
2-1. Spain had won their 
first, and, to date, only 
major trophy. 


1966-68 Italy 


The thirty-one nations 
were split into eight 
groups for the Rome 
Championship, giving 
every nation several 
games to prove them- 
selves. The name was 
also changed to the 
European Champion- 
ship.

After an indifferent 
performance in the re- 
cent World Cup, Italy 
were under a great deal 
of pressure to qualify. 
They did not disappoint 
their fans, dropping only 
one point in their group, 
a 1-1 away draw with 
Rumania, before meet- 
ing a strong Bulgarian 
outfit in the quarter 
final. Losing 3-2 in 
Sofia, the lTalians 
bounced back to win the 
return 2-0. 

England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ire- 
land comprised a group 
of their own and 
finished in that order. 
But not before Scotland 
handed out a lesson to 
England by winning 3-2 
at Wembley, the first 
team to do so since the 
1966 World Cup win. 

Denis Law, Bobby 
Lennox and Jim McCal- 
liog scored the winning 
goals, Geoff Hurst and 
Jack Charlton replying 
for England. Spain were 
the next 
hurdle and England 
were comfortable win- 
ners, 3-1 on aggregate. 

England travelled to 
Florence for their semi- 
final against Yugoslavia, 
a powerful side which 
had finished above West 
Germany in their group 
and then hammered 
France 7-2 over two 
matches. They con- 
tinued their winning way 
against England in a 
close game that ended 
1-0. 

The other semi-final 
was even closer, a 0-0 
draw between Italy and 
Russia after extra-time. 
The Soviets had won 
their group easily before 
they overcame Hungary 
3-0 in the quarter-final 
after losing 2-0 away, 
but then their luck ran 
out. 

Italy won the Naples 
tie on the toss of a coin. 
Bitterly disappointed, 
the Russians then lost to 
England 2-0 for the 
meaningless third place. 

Italy soon found 
themselves a goal down 
in the Rome final 
against Yugoslavia after 
Dzajic struck early in 
the first half. Domen- 
ghini equalised after the 
break and the game 
ended in a 1-1 draw. 
Fortunately, this time 
the coin remained in the 
Teferee’s pocket and the 
final went to a replay. 

Goalkeeper Dino 
Zoff kept a clean sheet 
in the return two days 
later as the Italians ran 
out 2-0 winners with 
goals from Luigi Riva 
and Pietro Anastasi. 
The home advantage 
had again proved deci- 
sive. 


1970-72 Belgium 

Italy, as holders and 
1970 World Cup final- 
ists, were made 
favourites for the Brus- 
sels finals. However, 
after winning their 


were drawn against the 
determined Belgians. 
With the hope of home 
glory the Belgians stop- 
ped Italy in their tracks, 
winning 2-1 at home af- 
ter a goalless away 
draw. The Flemish side 
had already accounted 
for Portugal, Scotland 
and Denmark in the 
group games. 

The other British 
teams had mixed for- 
tunes, with Wales trail- 
ing Rumania and North- 
ern Ireland finished 
third behind Russia and 
Spain. 

England were 
optomistic after winning 
their group, though they 
had struggled in both 
games against lowly 
Switzerland, and were 
drawn to play West Ger- 
many in their quarter- 
final. 

The Germans had 
coasted through the 
group matches with 
hardly a hint of things to 
come, but at Wembley 
they revealed the genius 
of Gunter Netzer. The 
graceful midfielder with 
flowing blonde hair de- 
stroyed England with his 
dynamnic runs down the 
middle of the pitch. The 
home side had no 
answer to his brilliance 
and went down 3-1. The 
Germans went through 
the motions in the Ber- 
lin return for a tame 0-0 
draw. 

In another quarter- 
final Hungary took 
three games to beat 
Rumania, while Russia 
reached their third 
successive semi-final 
with a 3-0 aggregate vic- 
tory over Yugoslavia. 
They edged past Hun- 
gary 1-0 in Brussels to 
make the final for the 
second time. 

The Belgians were no 
match for West Ger- 
many in Antwerp, 
though they did raise 
their game in front of 
the home fans. But the 


German machine 
brushed them aside to 
win 2-0. 

It was a similar story 
in the final. The Ger- 
mans were superb and 
completely outclassed 
the Soviets to win 3-0. 
Muller, with a goal in 
each half, and Wimmer 
scored to set West Ger- 
many on the road to 
their second World Cup 
victory two years later. 


1974-76 
Yugoslavia 


The West Germans 
had lost several crucial 
members of their great 
°72 and ’74 side, yet such 
was their reputation 
they were still favourites 
to win the Champion- 
ship. They easily qual- 
ified for the last eight 
and earned a place in 
the semi-finals with a 3-1 
aggregate win over 
Spain. 
England began their 
campaign brightly, beat- 
ing Czechoslovakia 3-0

at Wembley, but in their 
next match they drop- 
ped a valuable home 
point against Portugal 
and were eventually 
edged out by the 
Czechs. Scotland and 
Northern Ireland also 
fell at the first hurdle, 
finishing behind Spain 
and Yugoslavia respec- 
tively. 

Wales, on the other 
hand, carried the flag to 
the quarter-finals, win- 
ning their group ahead 
of Hungary, Austria and 
Luxembourg. 

But that was as far as 
they got, losing 3-1 on 
aggregate to Yugoslavia 
despite a spirited home 
leg: performance in 
Cardiff. 

Czechoslovakia ran 
out 4-2 winners against 
Russia in their quarter- 
final and progressed to 
meet Holland, who had 
beaten neighbours Bel- 
gium. The Dutch team, 
rebuilding between 
World Cups, found the 
Czechs too strong in 
extra-time, going down 
3-1. Host Yugoslavia 
also held the rampant 
Germans until extra 
time befor econceding 
two more goals in a 4-2 
defeat. 

The Czechs surprised 
many people with their 
dogged performance in 
the Belgrade final, run- 
ning up a 2-1 lead in th 
esecond half through 
Svehlic and Dobias. 
Dieter Muller had 
scored earlier for the 
Germans and it was late 
in the game when Bernd 
Holzenbein equalised. 
There was no further 
scoring in extra-time 
and the match went to 
penalties. In the nail-bit- 
ing climax, Czechosla- 
kia did not falter and 
won 5-3. 


1978-80 Italy 
The European 


Championship commit- 


tee borrowed the World 
Cup format for this 
tournament, decreeing 
that two groups of four 
teams would meet in the 
host national to decide 
the finalists. 

As hosts, Italy were 
expected to do well, 
having qualified without 
playing a game. 

There were few sur- 
prises in the initial group 
games, with only one of 
the 1976 semi-finalists, 
Yugoslavia, failing to 
qualify. They lost out by 
a point to Spain. 

England won their 
group, finishing ahead 
of Bulgaria, Denmark, 
Northern Ireland and 
Eire. Scotland played in 
fits and starts to trail 
Belgium, while Wales 
were no match for West 
Germany. 

It seemed as if no one 
else could match them 
either, though Greece 
held the Germans to a 
0-0 draw in the final 
Group One game in Ita- 
ly. It was not enough, 
however, as wins over 
Czechoslovakia (1-0) and 
Holland (3-2) took West 
Germany to their third 
consecutive final. 

Group Two was not 
very exciting and Eng- 
land were a big dis- 
appointment. They 
drew 1-1 with Belgium, 
were beaten 1-0 by the 
Giancarlo Antognoni- 
inspired Italian before 
beating Spain 2-1. 

The Italians did not 
fare much better and 
lost out on goal differ- 
ence to Belgium for a 
place in the final. 

The Belgians put up a 
good fight in the Rome 
final and could have 
won the match. But 
Horst Hrubesch domin- 
ated in the air for Ger- 
many and his two 
headed goals won the 
match, though Van der 
Eychen managed to pull 
one back before the 
end. The West Germans 
had conquered again. 


1982-84 France 


The French were still 
smarting from their °82 
World Cup semi-final 
defeat at the hands of 
West Germany and 
were determined to 
succeed. 

They boasted one of 
the most exciting teams 
in the world, a Euro- 
pean Brazil, built 
around the talents of 
Michel Platini, one of 
the finest midfield play- 
ers in the history of the 
game. He was not about 
to disappoint the home 
supporters. 

The competition 
proved unsuccessful for 
the British teams, none 
more so than England. 
They had the best scor- 
ing record of all the 
groups, 23 for and only 3 
against. All three were 
scored by Denmark and 
the great Danes proved 
the better team over 
eight games and took 
the group by a point. 
They even defeated 
England 1-0 at Wembley 
along the way. 

Scotland finished rock 
bottom of Group One, 
won by Belgium, while 
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Wales trailed Yugosla- 
via by a point in Group 
Four. 

Northern Ireland pro- 
vided the biggest shock, 
defeating West Ger- 
many home and away in 
Group Six. Unfortu- 
nately, poor results 
against Turkey and 
Albania cost them a 
place in the finals as the 
Germans sneaked 
through. 

The Republic of Ire- 
land also played respect- 
ably, but they could not 
overhaul Spain and Hol- 
land. The Spaniards 
won the group on goal 
difference. 

France exploded in 
Group One of the finals. 
They edged out Den- 
mark 1-0, destroyed 
Belgium 5-0 and won an 
exciting game against 
Yugoslavia 3-2. Playing 
the best football of his 
life, Platini hit two hat- 
tricks. Denmark re- 
covered to win their two 
remaining games and 
joined the hosts in the 
semi-finals. 

Group Two was open 
until the final game. 
West Germany could 
only finish third after 
palying some very ordin- 
ary football, though 
they would still have 
qualified if not for a last 
minute Spanish goal in a 
1-0 defeat. The Spa- 
niards won on goal 
difference from neigh- 
bours Portugal, leaving 
Rumania to fill last 
place. 

Spain and Denmark 
played out an exciting 
1-1 draw in the first 
semi-final which even- 
tually went to penalties. 
Denmark went down 5-4 
in the shootout. 

Portugal stretched 
France to the limit in the 
second match. This also 
went to extra-time, but 
with the crowd behind 
them, France got the im- 
portant goal to win 3-2. 

The Paris final pro- 
mised to be a great 
game, but it turned out 
to be a disappointment, 
as though both teams 
had expended all their 
energy in getting there. 
The French were never 


in any danger of losing,. 


however, and went 
ahead in strange 
circumstances just be- 
fore the interval. 

Platini bent a free 
kick around the Spanish 
wall and keeper Luis 
Arconada (who’d had a 
marvellous camapaign) 
appeared to have the 
ball well covered. But to 
the crowd’s delight the 
ball slipped through his 
fingers, squeezed under 
his fallen body and trick- 
led across the line. 

The rampant Bruno 
Bellone added another 
goal in the second half, 
but the game was all but 
over before it went in. 
France and Michel Plati- 
ni, with his record nine 
finals goals, had secured 
their first international 
trophy.
